Keep This Reservation! 


(Reprinted from the INDIANAPOLIS STAR) 





A determined effort is being made-~in the present 
session of Congress to repeal the Connally amendment 
to the act by which the United States subscribes to the 
United Nations International Court of Justice, more 
commonly known as the World Court. The Connally 
amendment is the provision by which the United States 
reserves the right to decide, in each specific instance, 
whether a dispute with some other nation is a proper 
matter to be ken to the World Court or is a matter of 
domestic American affairs which must be settled in some 
other way. , 

The arguifient is advanced that this reservation 
hamstrings the World Court, since other nations make 
the same reservation and hence the international court 
gets cases only when all parties are agreed that it 
should. The advocates of repeal argue that the United 
States should “set a good example” for the rest of the 
world by voluntarily submitting unequivocally, in ad- 
vance, to full World Court jurisdiction. 

That may sound like a very noble thing to do in the 
interests of international co-operation and a world-wide 
“rule of law.” But the price of doing it ought to be thor- 
oughly understood when the proposition is discussed. 
The price would be the elimination of the United States 
Constitution as a protective document. , 

Ridiculous? Not at all. Just put the facts together. 

The World Court deals with treaty law. And treaty 
law in the United States is very special. It is supreme. 
Not only is it supreme over other law. Treaty law is 
supreme over the Constitution itself. 

This remarkable interpretation of the treaty power 
was established by the Supreme Court, basically in an 
opinion written in 1920 by Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes. No argument has been able to shake any suc- 
ceeding court from this interpretation. On the contrary. 
the Holmes view has been strengthened and broadened 
in later decisions. Simply stated, this interpretation is 
that thé power to make treaties is inherent in the na- 
tion simply because it is a nation, and neither was 
created by nor is bound by the Constitution. 

Treaty law in the United States is supreme not 
only as to foreign affairs, but also as domestic law. It 
overrides any state law, any state constitution, and any 
act of Congress. Since the treaty power exists outside 
the Constitution, it follows—and this has been spelled 
out by the Supreme.Court—that a treaty can make do- 
mestic law which would otherwise be unconstitutional. 

. This is not conjecture. It is the established precedent 
of United States law. 

Now take these facts and add one item of conjec- 
ture—the proposition that the United States should give 
up the right to have United States treaty law inter- 
preted and applied by United States courts, leaving that 
function without reservation to the World Court. The 
supreme law of the United States—overriding acts of 
Congress and of state legislatures, state courts and the 
Federal courts—would then be in the hands of a foreign 
court, completely untouched by the United States Con- 
stitution and completely isolated from and unresponsive 
to the will of the people of the United States. We would 
no longer have, in the final and decisive analysis, a con-. 
stitutional government or one exercising its powers by 
consent of the governed. 

The proposition is ‘utterly unacceptable. We cannot 
reach any conclusion but that those who press for this 
step have not stopped to count the cost. Americans, 
cherishing their freedom, should make very sure that 
Congress is aware of the true and full effect of the pro- 
posed measure, and of the necessity to protect the Con- 
stitution from this threat.

ican laws and American freedom stay just that— 
write or wire Senator Fulbright, Senate Office building, 
Washington, D.C., right away.

When so much turns on so few votes, 
politicians make special efforts to get 
them. And that is something the Ameri- 
can people—not just Southerners— 
should consider in relation to the cur- 
rent proposal to violate the Constitution 
by imposing a system of Federal “reg- 
istrars” or “referees” upon the election 
process which the Constitution leaves to 
state control. 

It is suggested that Federal appointees 
be superimposed upon state election ma- 
chinery and that they be empowered to 
grant special registration and voting 
qualification certificates on grounds of 
alleged discrimination.

Nor is this view one of seeing ghosts 
under the bed. It has happened before. 
In the Reconstruction Period following 
the War Between the States, similar 
Federal control of elections was imposed 


upon the South. The result was total 


desecration of the free election system. 

Under the proposed system, look at 
Tenneessee for example. When fewer 
than 10,000 votes might swing all the 
state's electoral votes a different way, 
it would not be surprising to see partisan 
Federal “registrars” or “referees” act 
through one means or another to qualify 
an additional number of voters they have 
reason to believe would be friendly to 
their side. Thus could the whole elective 
process be compromised and thwarted. 

It is possible that fraud affects elec- 
tions in some states now. But elections 
currently are under the control—as the 
Constitution provides—of 50 separate 
state governments. The proposed Federal 
interference would put elections under 
one centralized control. 

And that is the way dictatorship is 
born. 

Using the excuse of protecting the 
voting rights of a few, the rights of the 
many could be taken away. Does that 
mean that violation of the rights of the 
few should be tolerated? Certainly not. 
Already, without any new legislative ac- 
tion at all, there are sufficient legal 
means for anyone unjustly deprived of 
his vote to go into court on his own 
volition and obtain his full rights. 

The Federal interference plan could 
doom free elections and bring the denial 
of the rights of all.

In *the whole pack of “civil 
rights” bills, nothing is so under- 
handed as Atty. Gen. William P. 
Rogers’ proposal for federal voting 
registrars, Described as a sweep- 
ing “new” plan to end discrimina- 
tion in voting, it is. the same force 
bill fastened on the South during 
Reconstruction. 

Sen. Herman Talmadge (D-Ga) 
reports that the administration’s 
“new” proposal is almost a word- 
for-word copy of an 1871 law. 

It is hard to believe that Con- 
gress would approve a return to 
Reconstruction. For that is the 
plain meaning of Mr. Rogers’ pro- 
posal. Under his plan, federal 
agents would administer qualifica- 
tion tests for voting and would be 
on duty in voting places. If a state 
official thought a person unquali- 
fied to vote, and acted on his con- 
viction, he would be haled before a 
federal judge. He would be subject 
to punishment for contempt of 
court—by a judge, without a jury. 

As federal judgeships are politi- 
cal appointments, Washington 
would have firm control over the 
election process in the states. This 
would be an open invitation to po- 
litical abuse. 

The Southern states still have 


large numbers of poorly educated 


and badly informed Negroes. If 


these were herded to registration 


offices by the NAACP and quali- 


fied by partisan federal agents, the 


result could be a crushing blow to 


responsible government. The bad 
effect would be felt from the coun- 


ty level up to Congress. 
In considering the Rogers pro- 


posal, national legislators should 


bear in mind the administration’s 
contradictory statements. Its for- 
eign policy proclaims non-interven- 
tion in the internal affairs of na- 
tions. Mr. Eisenhower also ex- 
pressed reluctance to intervene in 
the steel dispute, saying that la- 
bor and management should work 
things out. This, too, was a civil 
rights dispute. At stake was the 
right of laboring men to earn a liv- 
ing and the right of the steel com- 
panies to engage in business. 

In the cases of Castro and the 
United Steelworkers Union, the ad- 
ministration is against interven- 
tion. But another policy is in effect 
for Southern states. These are con- 
sidered fair game for intervention 
of the most drastic sort, in viola- 
tion of constitutional assurances 
of state sovereignty. 

It is hard to believe, we repeat, 
that Congress truly desires to treat 
the South as a conquered province. 
If South Carolina and Mississippi 
are stripped of the right to regu- 
late elections, how long will it be 
before Vermont, Colorado or even 
New York, suffers the same fate? 

States rights cannot be dimin- 
ished south of the Mason-Dixon 
line without these same rights be- 
ing diminished elsewhere in the 
‘nation. Unless Congress is willing 
to trade the Constitution for a mess 
of votes in cities with blocs of 
herded voters, it will not approve 
Mr. Rogers’ force bill.

What is the “somewhat technical’ scheme, this “legalistic 
ameadment” the President so obviously does not comprehend? 
The bill envisions these steps; 

Whenever it appeared to the Attorney General (and things ap- 
pear very easily to Mr. Rogers) that “‘any person,” acting under 
color of law “‘or otherwise,’ had engaged, or was about fo en- 
gage, in any act or practice which would deprive even one Negro 
of his right to vote in a Federal election, the Attorney General 
would bring suit in a Federal District Court, 

If a Federal judge found that “‘any person’’ had intimidated 
this one prospective Negro voter, the judge would then appoint 
“‘one or more” voting referees, The bill contains no limit on the 
number of such referees the court might appoint, nor any limi- 
tation as to the counties and cities in which these referees could 
operate, The referees would have the same broad powers now 
vested by Federal practice in special masters and referees in 
bankruptcy, including the power to issue subpoenas and to demand 
testimony under oath, 

The referees would go forth, They would comb the woods, seek- 
ing applications from ‘“‘any person’* who might claim depriva- 
tion of his right to vote by reason of race, They would find a 
“pattern,** 

In time, the referees would report tw the court the names of 
all persons who in the referees* judgment had been coerced, in- 
timidated, or interfered with in the attempted exercise of their 
right tw vote; and unless the referees’ findings were “clearly 
erroneous** (a phrase that carries heavy weight in Federal prac- 
tice), the court would approve the referees’ report and the per- 
sons named therein would be declared ‘‘qualified and entitled to 
vote at any election,” The referees (or anyother persons appointed 
for the purpose by the court) would have power to follow through 
at polling booths, and even power to check the ballots, after bal- 
lots had been counted, to make certain the votes cast by the new 
registrants had been properly counted. 

The bill provides, further, that any election official who might 
refuse to permit such a new registrant to vote, or refuse to count 
his vote, would be subject to trial “for contempt.** This provi- 
sion is understood to refer to civil contempt, which could mean 
imprisonment without benefit of a jury trial. 

That is Mr, Rogers* “‘somewhat technical** scheme. 

Plainly, the bill would create a specially privileged class of 
Negro voters, enfolled by referees at their almost unchecked 


“discretion, . without: the slightest requirement’ that the referees 


observe established State franchise laws. These privileged voters, 
literate or illiterate, would have to be admitted’ to the polls on 
election day, And whether they defaced their ballots, or in any 
other fashion volated the election laws that apply to everyone 
else, their ballots would have to be counted, The secrecy of elec- 
tions would be destroyed, Any election judge who failed to comply 
with the court’s decrees could be sent tw prison, without a jury 
trial. -

a private will which had been probated and had stood the test 
of law for a hundred years, 


POPULAR MISCONCEPTION 

The American people sit, as if hypnotized by a snake, pre- 
suming that nothing can be done about the oligarchy of nine 
men who have illegally arrogated to themselves the power to 
make and rewrite laws for this nation, There is an almost 
universal misconception that the Constitution designates the 
Supreme Cou;t as the “final arbiter,’* the last word, on the 
meaning of the Constitution; and that whatever interpretation 
the Court may decide to read into the Constitution is “law of 
the land’* from which there is no appeal, 

The fact is that the judiciary created by the Constitution 
is--and was intended to be--the weakest of the three branches 
of the Federal Government, 

On Constitutional questions, the only thing the Supreme Court . 
can do legally is to make a judicial finding as to the original 
meaning of the particular constitutional provision in question, 
It was the Constitution which the framers wrote that was adopted, 
‘by the people, as organic law for this nation; and only the people 
can legally change it -- by the formal process of amendment 
which is set out in the Constitution, 

SOME REMEDIES 

What are our constitutional remedies against the Supreme 
Court’s usurpation of power? Our most obvious remedy is po- 
litical. 

The Constitution clearly and specifically gives Congress the 
authority t limit and control the appellate jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court. Hence, if the people would elect, in 1960, a 
Congress pledged to curb the tyranny of the Court, it could be 
done, The 85th Congress in 1958 made a considerable effort 
to enact legislation which would halt Supreme Court usurpation 
of power, The effort was defeated by the very men who are 
prominent now as potential presidential candidates in both 
political parties: Lyndon Johnson, Richard Nixon, Stuart Sy-- 
mington, Hubert Humphrey, John Kennedy, The people should. 
remember this in 1960, 

The people should also remember that the President appoints 
Supreme Court justices. If we had a President who understands 
and respects American constitutional principles he could, in 
due course, appoint to the federal courts patriots who are 
learned in the law, experienced on the bench, and determined 
to restore constitutional government, 

The people also have a political remedy at the State level: 
elect Governors and State legislators who have enough brains 
and learning and character to understand and use the doctrine 
of interposition, Jefferson and Madison enunciated.this doctrine 
in 1798; Calhoun refined and restated it in the 1820's; it has 
been invoked by individual States, both North and South, numer- 
ous times; it always works; and it is the only constitutional 
doctrine which enables the people to be the final arbiters, to 
have the last word, 

Here, in essence, is the doctrine of interposition: 

When any branch of the Federal Government, in a matter of 
great importance, does or attempts to do something which is 
no autho by the Constitution which created the Federal 
Gove Mien each State government has a right, and an 
obligation, to interpose its own power to protect its own citi- 
zens from the illegal acts of the Federal Government. This 
poses a clash of authority between State governments and the 
Federal Government, Who is to arbitrate? The Supreme Court? 
Obviously not: the Supreme Court is an agency of the Federal 
Government, Congress can let the people arbitrate the ques- 
tion, Congress can propose a Constitutional Amendment, giving 
the Federal Government the power it has assumed. If the people 
approve, they can adopt the Amendment; and the Government’s 
unconstitutional acts can be made constitutional and enforceable, 
If the people do not approve, they can reject the proposed Amend- 
ment, 

The final remedy--the way to get rid of all present members 
of the Supreme Court so that they can be replaced with men 
who understand and respect the Constitution--is to impeach 
them. 

The Constitution says that “all civil officers of the United 
States shall be removed from office on impeachment for, and 
conviction of, treason, bribery, or other high crimes and mis- 
demeanors.” 

Any U.S, Congressman can bring a charge of impeachment 
against the members of the Supreme Court, I do not know of 








A New American 
Party

The United States is a country de- 
voted to two-party government. 
There are no fundamental -differ- 
ences between the major political 
parties — the Republican and the: 
Democratic — corresponding to the 
differences between the Labour and 
Tory parties in Britain, for in- 
stance. Even such issues as the 
tariff and the industrialization of 
the southern states have simply 
brought the two parties closer. to- 
gether in their views. At one time, 
the Republicans, mostly in the 
North and industrial East, called for 
a high tariff, while the Democrats 
of the South stood for a tariff for 
revenue only. 

Certainly there are today liberal 
and conservative Republicans and 
Democrats (just as there are lib- 
eral and conservative Liberals and 
Conservatives in Canada) but there 
are few important party differ- 
ences. 

There have always been Ameri- 
cans opposed to this state of affairs. 
In the elections of 1956, for ex- 
ample, there were the Socialist 
Party, Socialist Labour Party, Poor 
Man’s Party, Greenback Party and 
the Prohibition Party. The total 
vote of these parties was very small. 

At the moment there is a move- 
ment on foot to whip up enthusiasm 
for another party in the country. 
In ber some 800 people at- 
tended a “New Party Rally” in 
Chicago and those who support the 
idea see a “wide, deep, end deter. 

‘mined demand for a political party 
to represent American con- 
stitutional principles.” There was 
formed in Chicago an Independent 
American Federation of State 
Parties. The aim is to form fifty 
independent _ state-wide _ political 
parties with complete autonomy in 
each state. The binding idea is 
that “political constitutionalists,” as” 
they call themselves, are in revolt 
against what they consider to be 
the “international socialism” which 
the Government is committed to. 

Because of the federal system, of 
course, it is necessary to have both 
state and national organizations for 
parties. In some states, such as 
Florida, there are laws against third 
parties and in others, such as 
Illinois it is very difficult to meet 
the legal requirements for third 
parties. The new group intends to 
act to get names on the ballot for 
the 1960 presidential elections in 
these states where it is impractable 
to run candidates for Congress and 
state officers on a new party ticket. 
Then, on the state level, the new 
party will function as a political 
action group to support “accept- 
able” democrats or republicans who 
may be candidates for Congress- 
men, Senators or Governors. 

It will be interesting to see how 
far this evidently determined and. 
informed group of “constitutional- 
ists” will get. They are violently 
opposed to American international 
participation in anything that looks 
like “socialism” such as foreign aid. 
They have prepared a careful case 
and may well be able to influence 
traditional tendencies towards iso- 
lation to be found in the American 
nation as a whole.

And then each tries to omdo! the 
other in proposals for more and 
more spending, The most serious 
aspect of the whole drive is that 
it is eating away at the very foun- 
dations of the American Republic, 
We must always and eternally re- 
member that the Federal Govern- 
ment has nothing. Before it can 
give, it must take, And in taking 
so much, it acquires a power over 
our incomes, and over the sov- 
ereign States which are an essen- 
tial part of our free system. This 
is a power which was never intend- 
ed by the founders of the Republic, 
At the end of this road lies the 
all-powerful central government in 
Washington, Once it is complete, 
we can kiss our freedom - and 
abundance - goodbye, 

Perhaps, the present situation 
being what it is, the only solution,

“As things now stand,” said 
Courtney, “a voter merely has a 
choice on election day between 
two socialist parties, one called 
Democratic and the other Repub- 
lican.” 

Courtney said Vice-President 
Richard M. Nixon, the probable 
Republican presidentiai nominee, 
is a “weather-vane” who started 
out as a conservative and ended 
up as “chief appeaser of atheistic 
Communism.” 

Gov. Nelson A. Rockefeller, of 
New York, another Republican 
leader is “even more left-wing 
and socialist-internationalist than 
Nixon,” in Courney’s opinion. 

Courtney sizes up the Demo- 
cratic hopefuls this way: 

Sen. Lyndon Johnson of Texas 
—poses as a conservative but 
votes liberal-socialist. 

Sen. John F. Kennedy, of Mas- 
sachusetts — a_liberal-socialist 
who's very soft on Communism. 

Adlai Stevenson, of Illinois — 
an egghead liberal. 


‘Protege of Truman.’ 


Sen. Stuart Symington, of Mis- 
souri — a protege of former Pres- 
ident Harry S. Truman with a 
100 per cent pro-left-wing voting 
record.

Bracken Lee, mayor of Salt Lake 
City, former Internal Revenue 
Commissioner T. Coleman An- 
drews and Tom Anderson, Nash- 
ville publisher. 

Courtney said the party at pres- 
ent carries different names in dif- 
ferent states.

WHY SHOULD TAXPAYERS 
FINANCE AN_ AIRLINE ? 


How can the Ameri people ; 
government spending in W _ Only by ee os 
imposes on them. 


The years have rarely reduced 
spending except by reducing taxes. ¥ 

In 1960 the Federal government will spend over 
$100,000,000,000 including the $20,000,000,000 for trust 
funds for highways, social security and the like. To- 
gether with state and local taxes, government will take 
30 per cent of the nation’s income in 1960. The ad- 
ministration has been spending $8,000,000,000 in foreign 
aid and support programs every year. There is a Fed- 
eral payroll of over $20,000,000,000. And very little 
has been done to save the $7,500,000,000 Congress is 
wasting each year by not putting the saving recom- 
mendations of the Hoover Commission into effect. 

These tremendous sums of money come from no- 
where else but your pocket. By 30 per cent your 
freedom to spend what you earn has already been 
taken away from you. The beginning of this fast 
growing expansion of Federal spending was in 1913, 
with the imposition of the income tax. The income 
tax has become since then a vast engine of burgeoning 
bureaucracy and an engine of government stimulated 
inflation. It has made possible the government estab- 
lishment of tax-free businesses and industries that now 
comprise over 20 per cent of the nation's industrial 
capacity. 

Every American citizen is in debt to the government 
by $5,700. The average tax load on every American 
family is $2,400 a year in all forms of taxation. The 
national debt is $292,000,000,000. IOUs for future pay- 
ment of veterans and government employes and other 
retirement programs are another $350,000,000,000. The 
Federal government is obligated to spend an additional 
$98,000,000,000 on roads, public works and housing. 
The real total debt of your government is thus around 
$750,000,000,000—more than the entire national gross 
product and almost double the total wages and income 
of our people. * 

There is only one way to stop this growing debt, 
this heavier tax burden, this erosion of the people's 
right to spend what they earn and to be free from the 
prying eyes and heavy hand of the tax collector. That 
is to demand major surgery on the nation’s tax struc- 
ture, not just minor changes that might well be soon 
changed right back. The income tax is a dangerous 
tax—as can be seen by its history. It has been made 
even worse by adding the withholding provision, which 
not only forces employers to do the government’s tax 
collecting for it— without compensation— but also 
seizes part of every worker’s pay check before he even 
sees it. 

Even another small cut in income taxes is not likely 
to stop the big flow of our tax dollars to Washington. 
In 1954 taxes were cut 10 per cent. Yet in 1960 gov- 
ernment will collect almost $20,000,000,000 more in 
taxes than in 1954! The cost of the Federal govern- 
ment has increased by $16,000,000,000 since the Korean 
War. The national debt has increased by $13,000,- 
000,000. 

Government spending is virtually out of control. 
No real efforts have been made by Congress to cut 
either spending or taxes. A constant inflation has 
accompanied this massive Federal spending, cutting the 
value of our dollars, but not cutting the cost of our 
taxes. According tc the Tax Foundation, a married 
man with $3,000 in income paid $269 Federal taxes in 
1942 when the rates were about the same as today. 
In 1959 a man with the same income would pay the 
equivalent of $716 in taxes, when they are adjusted to 
the rise in consumer prices. Consumer prices have 
increased by 77 per cent. But this man’s taxes have 
increased by 166 per cent! Inflation, caused by gov- 
ernment spending, has in fact become an additional 
tax on our incomes. 

Not only does the income tax seize large chunks 
of our incomes. It also causes us all extra expenses 
and extra effort just to figure out our taxes and try to 
avoid paying more than we owe. This is especially 
true of corporation income taxes. As Dr. Emerson P. 
Schmidt has written in “The Annals” of the American 
Academy of Political and Social Science, “The tax- 
payer, whether individual or corporate, is increasingly 
making his business and economic decisions in terms 
of minimizing his tax burden. This drains energy and 
ingenuity from constructive economic activity to the 
negative activities of tax avoidance... . Vast armies 
of high salaried attorneys as well as business execu- 
tives, devote a prodigious amount of time, energy and 
resources to minimize the tax burden. A significant 


reduction or elimination of the corporate income tax 


would not only reduce this misallocation of resources, 
but would encourage industrial modernization and new 
investment which, in turn, would lead to lower real.

Most taxpayers will be surprised to learn that the 
Federal government now operates the biggest airline in 
the world—the Military Air Service. MATS, 
as it is generally known, publishes regular schedules, 
employs hostesses, serves meals and uses equipment 
Mentical with that of private competitors. 

Senator Mike Monroney of Oklahoma recently 
pointed out in a Senate speech that 93 ,per cent of mili- 
tary passenger service and 89 per cent of military cargo 
traffic move in areas served by commercial airlines. But 


MATS proposes to allow only 37 per,cent of its pas- 


sengers and 10 per cent of its cargo traffic to go by 
commercial carriers. It will carry 63 per cent of the 
Passengers and 90 per cent of the cargo in its own 
planes. 

These passengers and these cargoes are exactly the 
Same sort that the commercial airlines carry. The pas- 
sengers are officers and men being sent overseas; the 
cargoes are foodstuffs and clothes and other necessities 
for their subsistence. MATS could route virtually all of 
them over commercial lines, thus leaving itself free for 
its primary mission of providing an airlift for military 
emergency and for its secondary mission of carrying 
oversized, explosive or classified cargo to destinations 
that could not otherwise be reached. Today, because 
MATS is so busy running a commercial airline, the Air 
Force does not have the military airlift needed to move 
and supply a single division overseas. ° 





This is not a question of reducing the total military 
and commercial air strvice. It is a question of distribu- 
tion. In case of war the private carriers would be taken 
over by the government just as they were in World War 
II. But in time of peace there is no need for the Federal 
government to run the equivalent of a commercial air- 
line, any more than there is reason for it to run a rail- 
road system. We believe it is high time for MATS to 
arrange an orderly transfer of its routine peacetime 
function to the civil airlines, and apply its own energies 
to the basic task of military airlift. Such a program 
would save the taxpayers dollars (because commercial 
carriers operate more efficiently) and it would 
strengthen the military posture of the United States in 
case a brush-fire war requires MATS suddenly to per- 
form its military airlift mission. 





In the Service of the State 





Few supposed, when theGovern- 
ment first got into farming, that 
it would lead to the costly, scan- 
dalous Federal regimentation we 
have today. Or that, when Washing- 
ton first started helping the housing 
industry, the result would be tanta- 
mount to Government dictation of 
the housing market, 

The list could be continued, It 
reveals a rule almost without ex- 
ception: What the Government 
undertakes to help it ends up, in 
greater or lesser degree, running. 
That is all but inevitable in the 
nature of Government, 

And so it will be with educa- 
tion if the proponents of large- 
scale Federal intrusion in this 
field have their way. They did, 
indéed, get part of their way re- 
cently when the Senate approved 
a far-reaching program to provide 
$1.8 billion in grants for teachers’ 
salaries and school construction 
over a two-year period, 

Now we are well aware that some 
people think Federal control of 
education would be a good thing. 
Also, that others scoff at the idea 
of Federal control coming in the 
wake of Federal aid,...When the 
Federal Government is laying out 
billions for school construction and 
teachers’ salaries, you may be 
sure the Federal Government is 
going to have its say, 

It should not be imagined, how- 
ever, that Federal control means 
Washington would immediately 
Start dictating curricula, methods 
and political approach in schools 
throughout the land, These things 
work in subtler ways than that, 

What this form of Federal inter- 
ference would offer, in the first 
instance, is a vastly improved 
forum for one or another of the 
great school lobbies; the forum 
would be the Congress and the of- 
fices of the managers of the aid 
program - much easier to handle 
than thousands of individual school 
boards. And some of these profes - 





sional education pressure groups 
have very definite ideas about 
methodology and political content, 
ideas against which many school 
boards today are rebelling because 
the results have been so bad. 

Thus Federal control is a grad- 
ual, and consequently insidious, 
process. But let us carry it a step 
further into the future (maybe not 
too far at that). Suppose (it is* 
not difficult) an Administration and 
Congress dominated by men bent 
on centralizing and solidifying the 
power of the State, These men 
would not hesitate to use their 
power over the schools as ameans 
of indoctrinating future citizens in 
their views, 

It can*t happen here? Well, it's 
been happening for some time, 
thanks to the political power of the 
pressure groups.... 


The great defense, the only real 
defense, against such indoctrina- 
tion lies in local control of the 
school system, Even then the infil- 
tration occurs,’ but the diversity 
and freedom of the school districts 
make it possible for them to change 
course when they recognize mis- 
takes, Just such change - in a 
variety of forms but in the general 
direction of getting back to the 
fundamentals of education - is now 
taking place all over the country....

political device - designed, if the 
measure should get through the 
House, to elicit a veto from the

Education is indeed, in the 
broadest sense, a political issue, 
It is far too important to be en- 
trusted to Washington politicians.

‘Right to Work’

We commented the other day 
on the subject, “Honesty and 
“Right-to-Work’ Law,*’ in which 
we observed that if Indiana’s 
“Right to Work** Law is so 
inimical in the rank and file 
Hoosier workingman, as some 
big union bosses &laim, that it 
is only a matter of elemental 
honesty that they cite “chapter 
and verse--name snd address," 
as to just who has actually been 
hurt by this law in the approxi- 
mately two years that ithas been 
in effect. This, the proponents 
of “*repeal’* of the ‘‘Right to 
Work"’ Law have significantly 
failed to do. 

We also made the observation 
that the traditional American 
right of freedom of choice--the 
right to belong or not to be- 
long, the right to differ, the 
right to have a real undomin- 


ated opportunity to have a voice- 


as to one’s leadership and re- 
resentation in whatever is near 
and dear to us, is inextricably 
involved in the *‘Right to Work” 
Law. 

Now there is another subject 
which we believe’ is entitled to 
equally fair and impartial con- 
sideration, We shall call it 
“The Economy and ‘Right to 
Work’,”* It is as vitally im- 
portant to the employee in in- 
dustry as it is to everyone who 
is inextricably a part of our 
economy, which, of course, is 
all of us. 

The “Right to Work’’ issue 
has assumed national impor- 
tance, with the eyes of the en- 
tire nation, industrially, fo- 
cussed upon Indiana. Keeping 
this law on the statute books 
of Indiana, has assumed the 


Same importance at a state - 


level, that the Taft-Hartley Law 
has attained nationally, To our 
knowledge, just as in the case 
of the Indiana *‘Right to Work"* 
Law, no big labor leader has 
ever yet recited “‘chapter and 
verse--name and address’ of 
any rank and file union member 
who has been hurt by the Taft- 
Hartley Law in the years it 
has been in effect. 

The same tactics are being 
employed by certain big labor 
bosses in the attempt to get 
the Indiana “Right to Work*’ 
Law repealed as have been 
used in ineffectual efforts to get 
the Taft-Hartley Law wiped off 
the federal statutes, Should ef- 
forts to repeal prove success- 
ful, Inaiana, . understandably, 
would be labelled nationally as 
“unfriendly to business and in- 
dustry,*’ and all of us, most 
importantly, industrial workers 
among us, stand to be badly 
hurt, as a result, 


Well indeed, may the intelli- 
gent union member weigh any 
harm that some labor leader 
may allege, but fails to docu- 
ment specifically, has resulted 
from the **Right to Work”* Law, 
against the disastrous effect its 





repeal would kave because of 
industry decisions to locate 
elsewhere, Very obviously any 
“victory” which might be won 
by labor thereby, would be a 
very empty one indeed if union 
members find themselves with 
no place to work as a result. 

Graphic. proof of how impor- 
tant it is for a community, city 
or state tohave conditions under 
which industry can thrive is the 
result of an ‘‘Economic Cli- 
mate Survey,** con2icted last 
year by the Fort Wayne Cham- 
ber of Commerce in which 
nearly 200 major employers 
participated, In this survey, 
every national firm now opera- 
ting in Fort Wayne indicated 
that a favorable legislative cli- 
mate was one of the most im- 
portant factors in management 
decisions to expand or locate 
new plants, Special emphasis 
was expressed on Indiana’s 
“‘Right to Work’? Law and its 
reasonable unemployment com- 
pensation laws, as a definite 
plus factor in future manage- 
ment plans, 

Incidentally, this survey has 
been acclaimed nationally as the 
most comprehensive under- 
taking of its kind in the nation, 
Needless to say, officers and 
members of the Fort Wayne 
Chamber were profoundly im- 
pressed with this evidence of 
just how important factors like 
the above are in a city’s ability 
to keep valuable industries and 
to attract new ones, 

The implications of this on 
the economy of a community 
are not only just in providing 
ample employment for the com- 
‘munity*s people, but also in the 
great help the people get in 
financing their essential pub- 
lic services, by the augmented 
tax revenues which business and 
industry can provide when con- 
ditions are conducive to their 
profitable operation and expan- 
sion, 

This is particularly im- 
portant at this time when legi- 
Slators are styessing the need 


for much more money for edu- . 


cation, welfare, and manyother 
services for the people of the 
state, 

In addition to this interest in 
the economy ’ of their com- 
munity, union members of 
course cannot help but be in- 
terested in the fact that the 
only effective control that can 
be exercised over the leader- 
ship of any organization is the 
right of its membérs to dis- 
affiliate, as numerous local un- 
ions here and elsewhere have 
“disaffiliated” in protest over 
leadership policy and tactics, 
Surely, rank and file union 
members should have the same 
right. 

This, and the salutary effect 
it has on the economy of the 
community and state, are the 
big reasons why the Indiana 
“Right to Work** Law should 
be retained.

Don’t You Want To Keep 


' Your Job, Mr. American? 
(Reprinted from THE INDIANAPOLIS ST AR) 


The steel industry is not alone in being hit hara by 
foreign competition, particularly in exports. Now the 
clothing industry faces a real challenge from European 
and Japanese. clathing manufacturers. S. J. Capelin, 
industrial engineer and management consultant, points 
Out that “the curve of efficiency and output in Europe 
(in the clothing business) continues: to.:rise at a more 
rapid rate than the wage structure.” In the United 
States, however, “productivity has leveled off while 
the curve of wages continues to rise.” High labor costs 
in the U.S. plus obsolete work rules have hindered the 
introduction of new :od more efficient methods. But. 
in Europe, “The market for American goods... is 
definitely shaken by the ability of European manu- 
facturers to increase output while decreasing costs.” 

What is the result? American manufacturers are 
losing business and lost business means lost jobs for 
American workers. American manufacturers have to 
meet this stiff competition. which combines European 
automation plus lower wage rates. If they cannot keep 
in the U.S. because of union 
monopoly pressures, what do they do? They build 
plants abroad and export to Europe the jobs that 
Americans would otherwise have. Then they import 
these European made goods into the U.S. to compete 
with the higher priced but similar American goods. 
This again costs American workers their jobs. 

At. the same time the United States government, 
through its foreign aid program, encourages American 





manufacturers to build plants abroad. The foreign aid 
program provides them with buildings, gives them 
financial aid, and long term credits — all of which 
comes out of the pockets of the American worker 
whose job is being endangered by foreign workers who 
are paid only about one third of American wage rates! 
This is not only ridiculous. It is dangerous. 

Other industries are being affected by these twin 
forces—labor monopoly and foreign aid. In 1950 the 
umbrella industry in the United States sold 96 per cent 
of the umbrellas bought in the U.S. In 1958 they had 
lost half of their market and were down to 47.3 per 
cent. Japan, to whom U.S. taxpayers still give economic 
and military aid, got almost all the rest of the um- 
brella. business. An American industry lost half of its 
sales. American labor lost a comparable amount of jobs. 

Already in certain fields the vaunted American 
standard of living is being outpaced in Europe. It takes 
an American white collar worker 8 hours to earn 
enough to pay for an average pair of shoes. It takes 
the West German only 6 hours to buy the same kind 
of shoes even at his lower wage—because prices are 
so much lower! What good is the high American wage 
when prices outpace wages so greatly? 

Labor leaders not only foster the wage price cycle, 
they also support, most of them, the foreign aid pro- 
gram! We sometimes wonder who they think they are 
supposed to be working for. The effect of both of thei: 
policies is to lose American jobs to foreign workers. 

The State Department, doing the same thing, is 
actually subsidizing European competition for Ameri-. 
can jobs. Not only are we still giving military foreign 
aid to European nations which are today richer than 
they have ever been. We also station our own troops 
and equipment there to defend them when they are 
perfectly capable, financially at ieast. of defending 
themselves. Let them pay the bil!s for their defense’ 
and stop putting it on the American worker’s tax bill. 
It was one thing to help make it possible for Europe 
to recover from war destruction. it is another to help 
Europe take away American markets and American 
jobs with American taxpayers’ money! 

If American union leaders and union members 
don’t wake up pretty soon it will be too late. The 
markets will be lost. The jobs will be gone. The task 
of regaining both will be done only at the heavy cost 
of lower wages and greater automation which could 
mean a drastic, if temporary, loss of even more jobs! 

We suggest to union members and workers all over 
the nation that they do two things. Demand that their 
leaders stop forcing wage rates up faster than pro- 
ductivity increases to keep prices down. Demand that 
their government stop subsidizing foreign competition 
for American jobs through economic and military 
foreign aid. The sooner the better.

rights to the British for use of j 


mid-air refueling techniques and 
equipment, But, strangely enough, 
the equipment for which we pay 
these patent rights to the British 
was developed in 1928 by our own 
American military personnel! 
Captain Ira Eaker (later a Gen- 
eral, and now vice president of 
Douglas Aircraft Corp.) was pilot 
of the plane named the “Question 
Mark® in 1928 when his crew de- 
veloped the mid-air refueling tech-. 
nique. Among members of the 
“Question Mark** crew were Carl 
A, Spaatz and Elwood Quesada, 
both later to serve as Generals.’ 
General Quesada is now director 
of the Federal Aviation Agency. 
Captain Eaker andhis crew were 
ineligible to receive patent rights 
on the mid-air refueling technique 
under old patent laws because they 
‘were members of the armed ser- 
vices, using government equipment 
in a military experiment, The Bri- 
tish patented the process, and even 


today sells refueling equipment to 
the United States through a Balti- 
more subsidiary of Flight Refuel- 
ing, Ltd. a 

The National Aeronautics and 
Space Act, passed by Congress in 
1958, corrected the law to allow 
patents on equipment conditional 
on the right of the Federal Gov- 
ernment to use such methods with-
